American aid should not be used 


to further nationalization of Euro- I 
pean industry, says the National 
Association of Manufacturers. In a 
set of recommendations presented 
to President Truman, tht NAM also 
urges 
that existing state 
enter- 


prises should be freed of political 
control, and that American dollars 


, be given to "private competitive 
* enterprises" 
in the participating 


foreign countries rather than to 
governments or their agencies. 


These 
recommendations 
may 


seem to bind the whole program of 
aid with some rather tight strings. 
But they do tackle a question which 
must be faced, and which is likely 
to increase in importance as Sec- 
retary Marshall's proposal moves 
from the planning to the opera- 
tional stage, 


The most obvious weakness of 
aid .-.restrictions, is that they--would 


** give the-Ruasiaii pwpfife&ridavl%uns 


a supply of fresh ammunition. Of 
course, the Soviet government will 
keep on attacking our aid program 
anyway. But controls, such as the 
NAM proposes, would tend to sup-' 
port the Russian charges that the 
Marshall Plan's purpose is to dic- 
tate the domestic economic poli- 
cies of western European govern- 
ments. 


In the case of England, the voters 


chose a government, by a large 
majority, with pledged itself to a 


A, limited program of state social- 
* ism. If the American government 


should follow the NAM suggestions, 
it would withhold aid from the 
nationalized British coal industry, 
which is one of the weakest links 
in that country's industrial eco- 
nomy an.d badly in need of assist- 
ance. 


At the same time, it would be 


unwise for this government 
to 


pour money and goods into Europe 
without any control over their use. 
As Harold Stasscn has pointed out,

the protection and promotion 
of 


individual liberties is also a part 
of the American policy of assist- 
ance. 


Thus far, nationalized industry 


has not solved the postwar prob- 
lems of any country seeking Amer- 
ican aid. If that aid should be used 
to extend state 
socialism, and, 


if, under a broader socialistic pro- 
gram, Europe's plight should grow 
even worse, nobody would win. 


Besides 
preserving 
individual 


freedom, the main purposes 
of

our European aid program are to 
relieve immediate physical hard- 
ship and promot long-range econo- 
mic recovery, without weakening 
ourselves. 
The concern is with 
people, not theories, 


So it seems to us that'American 


goods and money should not be 
used to capitalize new socialistic 
enterprises that have no guarantee 
of success. At the same time it 
does not seern right ot withhold 
aid from nationalized 
industries 


now in existence, or to give arbi- 


n trary preference to private con- 
s'' corns in every case. 


The chief administrative problem 


likely may 
be to avoid giving 


European Communists propaganda 
material that non-Communists will 
believe, and at the same time 
to 


avoid subsidizing the socialization 
of western Europe. The American 
government will have to proceed 
carefully and, if possible, grace- 
fully.

Italy Staves

Association of Manufacturers. In a 
set of recommendations presented 
to President Truman, tht NAM also 
urges 
that existing state 
enter- 


prises should be freed of political 
control, and that American dollars 


, be given to "private competitive 
* enterprises" 
in the participating 


foreign countries rather than to 
governments or their agencies. 


These 
recommendations 
may 


seem to bind the whole program of 
aid with some rather tight strings. 
But they do tackle a question which 
must be faced, and which is likely 
to increase in importance as Sec- 
retary Marshall's proposal moves 
from the planning to the opera- 
tional stage, 


The most obvious weakness of 
aid .-.restrictions, is that they--would

a supply of fresh ammunition. Of 
course, the Soviet government will 
keep on attacking our aid program 
anyway. But controls, such as the 
NAM proposes, would tend to sup-' 
port the Russian charges that the 
Marshall Plan's purpose is to dic- 
tate the domestic economic poli- 
cies of western European govern- 
ments. 


In the case of England, the voters 


chose a government, by a large

* ism. If the American government 


should follow the NAM suggestions, 
it would withhold aid from the 
nationalized British coal industry, 
which is one of the weakest links 
in that country's industrial eco- 
nomy an.d badly in need of assist- 
ance. 


At the same time, it would be 


unwise for this government 
to 


pour money and goods into Europe 
without any control over their use.

American aid should not be used 


to further nationalization of Euro- I 
pean industry, says the National 
Association of Manufacturers. In a 
set of recommendations presented 
to President Truman, tht NAM also 
urges 
that existing state 
enter- 


prises should be freed of political 
control, and that American dollars 


, be given to "private competitive 
* enterprises" 
in the participating 


foreign countries rather than to 
governments or their agencies. 


These 
recommendations 
may 


seem to bind the whole program of 
aid with some rather tight strings. 
But they do tackle a question which 
must be faced, and which is likely 
to increase in importance as Sec- 
retary Marshall's proposal moves 
from the planning to the opera- 
tional stage, 


The most obvious weakness of 
aid .-.restrictions, is that they--would 


** give the-Ruasiaii pwpfife&ridavl%uns 


a supply of fresh ammunition. Of 
course, the Soviet government will 
keep on attacking our aid program 
anyway. But controls, such as the 
NAM proposes, would tend to sup-' 
port the Russian charges that the 
Marshall Plan's purpose is to dic- 
tate the domestic economic poli- 
cies of western European govern- 
ments. 


In the case of England, the voters 


chose a government, by a large 
majority, with pledged itself to a 


A, limited program of state social- 
* ism. If the American government 


should follow the NAM suggestions, 
it would withhold aid from the 
nationalized British coal industry, 
which is one of the weakest links 
in that country's industrial eco- 
nomy an.d badly in need of assist- 
ance. 


At the same time, it would be 


unwise for this government 
to 


pour money and goods into Europe 
without any control over their use. 
As Harold Stasscn has pointed out,

the protection and promotion 
of 


individual liberties is also a part 
of the American policy of assist- 
ance. 


Thus far, nationalized industry 


has not solved the postwar prob- 
lems of any country seeking Amer- 
ican aid. If that aid should be used 
to extend state 
socialism, and, 


if, under a broader socialistic pro- 
gram, Europe's plight should grow 
even worse, nobody would win. 


Besides 
preserving 
individual 


freedom, the main purposes 
of

our European aid program are to 
relieve immediate physical hard- 
ship and promot long-range econo- 
mic recovery, without weakening 
ourselves. 
The concern is with 
people, not theories, 


So it seems to us that'American 


goods and money should not be 
used to capitalize new socialistic 
enterprises that have no guarantee 
of success. At the same time it 
does not seern right ot withhold 
aid from nationalized 
industries 


now in existence, or to give arbi- 


n trary preference to private con- 
s'' corns in every case. 


The chief administrative problem 


likely may 
be to avoid giving 


European Communists propaganda 
material that non-Communists will 
believe, and at the same time

government'staved off 
a nation- 


wide strike of city employes today 
by agreeing to furnish municipal 
governments enough money to pay 
promised wage increases.

American aid should not be used 


to further nationalization of Euro- I 
pean industry, says the National 
Association of Manufacturers. In a 
set of recommendations presented 
to President Truman, tht NAM also 
urges that existing state 
enter- 


prises should be freed of political 
control, and that American dollars 


, be given to "private competitive 
* enterprises" 
in the participating 


foreign countries rather than to 
governments or their agencies. 


These recommendations 
may 
seem to bind the whole program of 
aid with some rather tight strings. 
But they do tackle a question which 
must be faced, and which is likely 
to increase in importance as Sec- 
retary Marshall's proposal moves 
from the planning to the opera- 
tional stage, 


The most obvious weakness of 
aid .-.restrictions, is that they--would 


** give the-Ruasiaii pwpfife&ridavl%uns 


a supply of fresh ammunition. Of 
course, the Soviet government will 
keep on attacking our aid program 
anyway. But controls, such as the 
NAM proposes, would tend to sup-' 
port the Russian charges that the 
Marshall Plan's purpose is to dic- 
tate the domestic economic poli- 
cies of western European govern- 
ments. 


In the case of England, the voters 


chose a government, by a large 
majority, with pledged itself to a 


A, limited program of state social- 
* ism. If the American government 


should follow the NAM suggestions, 
it would withhold aid from the 
nationalized British coal industry, 
which is one of the weakest links 
in that country's industrial eco- 
nomy an.d badly in need of assist- 
ance. 


At the same time, it would be 


unwise for this government 
to 


pour money and goods into Europe 
without any control over their use. 
As Harold Stasscn has pointed out, 


f 
the protection and promotion 
of 


individual liberties is also a part 
of the American policy of assist- 
ance. 


Thus far, nationalized industry 


has not solved the postwar prob- 
lems of any country seeking Amer- 
ican aid. If that aid should be used 
to extend state socialism, and, 
if, under a broader socialistic pro- 
gram, Europe's plight should grow 
even worse, nobody would win. 


Besides preserving 
individual 
freedom, the main purposes 
of 


» 
our European aid program are to 
relieve immediate physical hard- 
ship and promot long-range econo- 
mic recovery, without weakening 
ourselves. 
The concern is with 
people, not theories, 


So it seems to us that'American 


goods and money should not be 
used to capitalize new socialistic 
enterprises that have no guarantee 
of success. At the same time it 
does not seern right ot withhold 
aid from nationalized 
industries 


now in existence, or to give arbi- 


n trary preference to private con- 
s'' corns in every case. 


The chief administrative problem 


likely may 
be to avoid giving 


European Communists propaganda 
material that non-Communists will 
believe, and at the same time

avoid subsidizing the socialization 
of western Europe.

government'staved off 
a nation- 
wide strike of city employes today 
by agreeing to furnish municipal 
governments enough money to pay 
promised wage increases.

American aid should not be used 


to further nationalization of Euro- I 
pean industry, says the National 
Association of Manufacturers. In a 
set of recommendations presented 
to President Truman, tht NAM also 
urges that existing state 
enter- 


prises should be freed of political 
control, and that American dollars 


, be given to "private competitive 
* enterprises" 
in the participating 


foreign countries rather than to 
governments or their agencies. 


These recommendations 
may 
seem to bind the whole program of 
aid with some rather tight strings. 
But they do tackle a question which 
must be faced, and which is likely 
to increase in importance as Sec- 
retary Marshall's proposal moves 
from the planning to the opera- 
tional stage, 


The most obvious weakness of 
aid .-.restrictions, is that they--would 


** give the-Ruasiaii pwpfife&ridavl%uns 


a supply of fresh ammunition. Of 
course, the Soviet government will 
keep on attacking our aid program 
anyway. But controls, such as the 
NAM proposes, would tend to sup-' 
port the Russian charges that the 
Marshall Plan's purpose is to dic- 
tate the domestic economic poli- 
cies of western European govern- 
ments. 


In the case of England, the voters 


chose a government, by a large 
majority, with pledged itself to a 


A, limited program of state social- 
* ism. If the American government 


should follow the NAM suggestions, 
it would withhold aid from the 
nationalized British coal industry, 
which is one of the weakest links 
in that country's industrial eco- 
nomy an.d badly in need of assist- 
ance. 


At the same time, it would be 


unwise for this government 
to 


pour money and goods into Europe 
without any control over their use. 
As Harold Stasscn has pointed out,

the protection and promotion 
of 


individual liberties is also a part 
of the American policy of assist- 
ance. 


Thus far, nationalized industry 


has not solved the postwar prob- 
lems of any country seeking Amer- 
ican aid. If that aid should be used 
to extend state socialism, and, 
if, under a broader socialistic pro- 
gram, Europe's plight should grow 
even worse, nobody would win. 


Besides preserving 
individual 
freedom, the main purposes

our European aid program are to 
relieve immediate physical hard- 
ship and promot long-range econo- 
mic recovery, without weakening 
ourselves.

So it seems to us that'American 


goods and money should not be 
used to capitalize new socialistic 
enterprises that have no guarantee 
of success. At the same time it 
does not seern right ot withhold 
aid from nationalized

now in existence, or to give arbi- 


n trary preference to private con- 
s'' corns in every case. 


The chief administrative problem 


likely may 
be to avoid giving 


European Communists propaganda 
material that non-Communists will 
believe, and at the same time

the union, itself, was only $50. 


This. is a queer advertisement- for 
a union whose high-salaried royal 
group," courtiers, nobles, and intri- 
gants, some 
of them; fat 
and 


pompous and others loan and hun- 
gry, are always boasting of their 
priceless service to the men who 
drive 'those motorized 
box 
cars 
over the icy highways — the likes 
of Mr.,, Mitchell. It they have done 
so much to earn their enormous 
pay and 'lavish expenses and the. 
loyal attachment of the little peo- 
ple, as Mrs. .Roosevelt called all 
you Mitchells a'gain; recently, that 
Service doesn't show in your own 
report on the financia condition of 
your family. You don't 
need 
a 


union these days to got your pay 
up to $55 a week foi five days of 
11 or 12 hours. 


I will quote from your report on 


the teamsters and contribute some 
discussion later 


"My husband hasn't had a raise 


for more than 18 months and prices 
were going up all the time. We 
have what you would

occasionally, we don't have much 
recreation. We haven't gone to a 
movie or a show for a long time 
We have had to tum in oji war 
bonds and get a loan for a frigi- 
daire so we could keep food cold 
and my husband needs the car to 
Ret to woik My husband will have 
to get a good raise soon or we will 
go under. We used to be able to 
get enough food with our money.

You 
said you .were a little better off 
than some other teamsters' fami- 
lies because your rent was 
only 


$17.50 a month and the 
average 


pay of the others, on the word of 
the union, itself, was only $50. 


This. is a queer advertisement- for 
a union whose high-salaried royal 
group," courtiers, nobles, and intri- 
gants, some 
of them; fat 
and 


pompous and others loan and hun- 
gry, are always boasting of their 
priceless service to the men who 
drive 'those motorized 
box 
cars 
over the icy highways — the likes 
of Mr.,, Mitchell. It they have done 
so much to earn their enormous 
pay and 'lavish expenses and the. 
loyal attachment of the little peo- 
ple, as Mrs. .Roosevelt called all 
you Mitchells a'gain; recently, that 
Service doesn't show in your own 
report on the financia condition of 
your family. You don't 
need 
a 


union these days to got your pay 
up to $55 a week foi five days of 
11 or 12 hours. 


I will quote from your report on 


the teamsters and contribute some 
discussion later 


"My husband hasn't had a raise 


for more than 18 months and prices 
were going up all the time. We 
have what you would 
call 
five 
meatless days a week 
On 
the 


other .two days,' \ve have steak or 
roast. The rest of the time it's cold 
cuts anrl vegetables We haven't 
had butter for 18 months. We use 
only margarine. The children come 
first so if there is any money to 
buy .clothes, they get it. My 'hus- 
band hasn't bought an oveicoat an 
four years. My winter coat is throe 
years old. In the last three years 
I have bought three drosses. We 
have been lucky that none of 
us 
has been really sick, I try to doc- 
tor the children but I call a doctor 
whenevci I pet \voriicd 
Oulsidc 


of an_ auto ride to Maysville, Ky., 
occasionally, we don't have much 
recreation. We haven't gone to a 
movie or a show for a long time 
We have had to tum in oji war 
bonds and get a loan for a frigi- 
daire so we could keep food cold 
and my husband needs the car to 
Ret to woik My husband will have 
to get a good raise soon or we will 
go under. We used to be able to 
get enough food with our money. 
That was befoic they took off puce 
controls Pi ices will have to 
be 


controlled again qnd wages 
will 
have to. be made high enough so 
everyone can at least live without 
worry."

an argument on puce contiol but 
I will just lay it down and con- 
tinue Price contiols no longei con-

The black maiket 
had taken over and there was no 
meat at all, you will remember if 
you think back, at ceiling puces 
and the black market prices were 
awful.

week. I assume that Mr. Mitchell's 
take-home pay is much less. You 
said you .were a little better off 
than some other teamsters' fami- 
lies because your rent was 
only 


$17.50 a month and the 
average 


pay of the others, on the word of 
the union, itself, was only $50. 


This. is a queer advertisement- for 
a union whose high-salaried royal 
group," courtiers, nobles, and intri- 
gants, some 
of them; fat 
and 


pompous and others loan and hun- 
gry, are always boasting of their 
priceless service to the men who 
drive 'those motorized 
box 
cars 
over the icy highways — the likes 
of Mr.,, Mitchell. It they have done 
so much to earn their enormous 
pay and 'lavish expenses and the. 
loyal attachment of the little peo- 
ple, as Mrs. .Roosevelt called all 
you Mitchells a'gain; recently, that 
Service doesn't show in your own 
report on the financia condition of 
your family. You don't 
need 
a 


union these days to got your pay 
up to $55 a week foi five days of 
11 or 12 hours. 


I will quote from your report on 


the teamsters and contribute some 
discussion later 


"My husband hasn't had a raise 


for more than 18 months and prices 
were going up all the time. We 
have what you would 
call 
five 
meatless days a week 
On 
the 


other .two days,' \ve have steak or 
roast. The rest of the time it's cold 
cuts anrl vegetables We haven't 
had butter for 18 months. We use 
only margarine. The children come 
first so if there is any money to 
buy .clothes, they get it. My 'hus- 
band hasn't bought an oveicoat an 
four years. My winter coat is throe 
years old. In the last three years 
I have bought three drosses. We 
have been lucky that none of 
us 
has been really sick, I try to doc- 
tor the children but I call a doctor 
whenevci I pet \voriicd 
Oulsidc 


of an_ auto ride to Maysville, Ky., 
occasionally, we don't have much 
recreation. We haven't gone to a 
movie or a show for a long time 
We have had to tum in oji war 
bonds and get a loan for a frigi- 
daire so we could keep food cold 
and my husband needs the car to 
Ret to woik My husband will have 
to get a good raise soon or we will 
go under. We used to be able to 
get enough food with our money. 
That was befoic they took off puce 
controls Pi ices will have to 
be 


controlled again qnd wages 
will 
have to. be made high enough so 
everyone can at least live without 
worry."

I will just lay it down and con- 
tinue Price contiols no longei con-

pay of the others, on the word of 
the union, itself, was only $50. 


This. is a queer advertisement- for 
a union whose high-salaried royal 
group," courtiers, nobles, and intri- 
gants, some 
of them; fat 
and 


pompous and others loan and hun- 
gry, are always boasting of their 
priceless service to the men who 
drive 'those motorized 
box 
cars 
over the icy highways — the likes 
of Mr.,, Mitchell. It they have done 
so much to earn their enormous 
pay and 'lavish expenses and the. 
loyal attachment of the little peo- 
ple, as Mrs. .Roosevelt called all 
you Mitchells a'gain; recently, that 
Service doesn't show in your own 
report on the financia condition of 
your family. You don't 
need 
a 


union these days to got your pay 
up to $55 a week foi five days of 
11 or 12 hours. 


I will quote from your report on 


the teamsters and contribute some 
discussion later 


"My husband hasn't had a raise 


for more than 18 months and prices 
were going up all the time. We 
have what you would 
call 
five 
meatless days a week 
On 
the 


other .two days,' \ve have steak or 
roast. The rest of the time it's cold 
cuts anrl vegetables We haven't 
had butter for 18 months. We use 
only margarine. The children come 
first so if there is any money to 
buy .clothes, they get it. My 'hus- 
band hasn't bought an oveicoat an 
four years. My winter coat is throe 
years old. In the last three years 
I have bought three drosses. We 
have been lucky that none of 
us 
has been really sick, I try to doc- 
tor the children but I call a doctor 
whenevci I pet \voriicd

of an_ auto ride to Maysville, Ky., 
occasionally, we don't have much 
recreation. We haven't gone to a 
movie or a show for a long time 
We have had to tum in oji war 
bonds and get a loan for a frigi- 
daire so we could keep food cold 
and my husband needs the car to 
Ret to woik My husband will have 
to get a good raise soon or we will 
go under. We used to be able to 
get enough food with our money. 
That was befoic they took off puce 
controls Pi ices will have to 
be 


controlled again qnd wages 
will 
have to. be made high enough so 
everyone can at least live without 
worry."

Dear Mrs. mitchcll: 
In the November Issue of the of- 


ficial magazine , of the teamsters' 
union,, you write about the poverty 
and anxiety of a mother of four 
children, between 8 and 15, whose 
husband, a union driver; works 11: 
or 12 hours a day for about $55 a 
week. I assume that Mr. Mitchell's 
take-home pay is much less. You 
said you .were a little better off 
than some other teamsters' fami- 
lies because your rent was 
only 


$17.50 a month and the 
average 


pay of the others, on the word of 
the union, itself, was only $50. 


This. is a queer advertisement- for 
a union whose high-salaried royal 
group," courtiers, nobles, and intri- 
gants, some 
of them; fat 
and 


pompous and others loan and hun- 
gry, are always boasting of their 
priceless service to the men who 
drive 'those motorized 
box 
cars 
over the icy highways — the likes 
of Mr.,, Mitchell. It they have done 
so much to earn their enormous 
pay and 'lavish expenses and the. 
loyal attachment of the little peo- 
ple, as Mrs. .Roosevelt called all 
you Mitchells a'gain; recently, that 
Service doesn't show in your own 
report on the financia condition of 
your family. You don't 
need 
a 


union these days to got your pay 
up to $55 a week foi five days of 
11 or 12 hours. 


I will quote from your report on 


the teamsters and contribute some 
discussion later 


"My husband hasn't had a raise 


for more than 18 months and prices 
were going up all the time. We 
have what you would 
call 
five 
meatless days a week 
On 
the 


other .two days,' \ve have steak or 
roast. The rest of the time it's cold 
cuts anrl vegetables We haven't 
had butter for 18 months. We use 
only margarine. The children come 
first so if there is any money to 
buy .clothes, they get it. My 'hus- 
band hasn't bought an oveicoat an 
four years. My winter coat is throe 
years old. In the last three years 
I have bought three drosses. We 
have been lucky that none of 
us 
has been really sick, I try to doc- 
tor the children but I call a doctor 
whenevci I pet \voriicd 
Oulsidc 


of an_ auto ride to Maysville, Ky., 
occasionally, we don't have much 
recreation. We haven't gone to a 
movie or a show for a long time 
We have had to tum in oji war 
bonds and get a loan for a frigi- 
daire so we could keep food cold 
and my husband needs the car to 
Ret to woik My husband will have 
to get a good raise soon or we will 
go under. We used to be able to 
get enough food with our money. 
That was befoic they took off puce 
controls Pi ices will have to 
be 


controlled again qnd wages 
will 
have to. be made high enough so 
everyone can at least live without 
worry." 


You tempt me to wander off ]n 


an argument on puce contiol but 
I will just lay it down and con- 
tinue Price contiols no longei con- 
trolled pi ices 
The black maiket 
had taken over and there was no 
meat at all, you will remember if 
you think back, at ceiling puces 
and the black market prices were 
awful. Then,

Truman,

years — and Barnhill announced 
he was considering a livelier 
of- 


fense for next year, though he in- 
dicated he would stick by the sin- 
gle wingbark formation. 


This touched off some specula- 


tion that the Razorbacks might use 
the Dixie Bowl tilt to experiment 
on a svsem for the 1948 campaign. 
"We'll do well to get our present 


system ready 
for 
William 
and 
Mnrv." Barnhill commented. "We 
won't have much time to practice, 
since we won't begin until 
next 


week and the boys will bo- given a 
Christmas vacation. We won't start 
working on our plans for next sear 
son until spring .practice. ' 


The Razorback coach said most, 


of his team's bowl preparedness 
would be conditioning and timing 
diills He has scheduled little lough 
work 


With one notable' exception, the 
Razorbacks probably will be in top

pay of the others, on the word of 
the union, itself, was only $50. 


This. is a queer advertisement- for 
a union whose high-salaried royal 
group," courtiers, nobles, and intri- 
gants, some 
of them; fat 
and 


pompous and others loan and hun- 
gry, are always boasting of their 
priceless service to the men who 
drive 'those motorized 
box 
cars 
over the icy highways — the likes 
of Mr.,, Mitchell. It they have done 
so much to earn their enormous 
pay and 'lavish expenses and the. 
loyal attachment of the little peo- 
ple, as Mrs. .Roosevelt called all 
you Mitchells a'gain; recently, that 
Service doesn't show in your own 
report on the financia condition of 
your family. You don't 
need 
a 


union these days to got your pay 
up to $55 a week foi five days of 
11 or 12 hours. 


I will quote from your report on 


the teamsters and contribute some 
discussion later 


"My husband hasn't had a raise 


for more than 18 months and prices 
were going up all the time. We 
have what you would 
call 
five 
meatless days a week 
On 
the 


other .two days,' \ve have steak or 
roast. The rest of the time it's cold 
cuts anrl vegetables We haven't 
had butter for 18 months. We use 
only margarine. The children come 
first so if there is any money to 
buy .clothes, they get it. My 'hus- 
band hasn't bought an oveicoat an 
four years. My winter coat is throe 
years old. In the last three years 
I have bought three drosses. We 
have been lucky that none of 
us 
has been really sick, I try to doc- 
tor the children but I call a doctor 
whenevci I pet \voriicd 
Oulsidc 


of an_ auto ride to Maysville, Ky., 
occasionally, we don't have much 
recreation. We haven't gone to a 
movie or a show for a long time 
We have had to tum in oji war 
bonds and get a loan for a frigi- 
daire so we could keep food cold 
and my husband needs the car to 
Ret to woik My husband will have 
to get a good raise soon or we will 
go under. We used to be able to 
get enough food with our money. 
That was befoic they took off puce 
controls Pi ices will have to 
be 


controlled again qnd wages 
will 
have to. be made high enough so 
everyone can at least live without 
worry."

I will just lay it down and con-
